Soviet Russia has sent a note to the 


allied powers, the Balkans and Egypt, 
proposing an immediate near eastern 
conference in the hope, it says, of 
saving southeastern Europe from a 
threatened new outbreak of bloodshed, 
and giving warning that Russia will 
refuse to recognize any decision re- 
garding the Dardanelles to which she 
is not a party. 
The armistice conference has b*en 


set by the allied high commander for 
October 2 at Mndania. 
Constantinople reports growing in- 


dications of the abdication of the sul- 
tan of Turkey and the selection of a 
successor acceptable to Keraal Pasha. 


Venizelos is now figuring in the po- 


litical discussions at Athens. The for- 
mer premier is mentioned as one of 
the members of the nationalist cabi- 
net, which will seek to reconcile the 
Constantine afld Venizelist elements 
in a movement to assure a united 
Greece. 


Turks .Made Neutral Zone 
LONDON.—Further indications of 


the restlessness of the Turkish na- 
tionalists over their enforced idleness 
while waiting for peace to be arrang- 
ed, are recounted in late dispatches 
from Constantinople.

have occupied Eren Keui, which lies 
only ten miles southwest of Chanak,

Statesmanship 


T 


HE world war found the Turk broken and 


defeated, but still in possession of his great- 


est asset—the jealousy between the 
powers 


over control of his homeland. For a century 
or thereabouts that rivalry has been soft pick- 
ing for the astute Ottoman. In any given situ- 
ation he could depend upon getting practically 
what he wanted by waiting until the powers 
fell out, and then making his demands. By 
that time the powers were more anxious to 
thwart each other than to kick the Turk out of 
Europe or protect Christian minorities in Asia 
Minor. So the Turk smiled blandly and did 
as he'pleased. Kemal is working the same old 
game, and it seems so far quite as successful 
as ever before. The change between the situ- 
ation a week ago and that left by the Turkish 
refusal of the terms offered by the so-called 
"allies" is positively startling. Then British 
determination was' at high pitch for 
rough 


measures against the Moslems. But immedi- 
ately France and Britain fell out, with Italy 
for the first time since the war taking the 
French end of an argument. British demands 
scaled rapidly down, until there were practic- 
ally none left except the freedom of the straits. 
And then the Turk, perceiving that the fam- 
iliar moment had arrived, refused even this. 
The world beholds the spectacle of all 
the 


first-class powers, with the exception of the 
United States, supplicating a third-rate, bank- 
rupt, disreputably semi-barbarous state to help 
itself and never mind its manners. And the 
funny part of it is that in London, France and 
Rome this is regarded as acute statesmanship.

But cam- 
paign speeches will not get bills through con- 
gress. That takes work and ingenuity. 


Automobiles 


"THE present boom in the auto industry means 
•I employment for 2,250,000 people, says Al- 
fred Reeves, general 
manager 
of . National 


Automobile Chamber of Commerce. His esti- 
mate includes—in addition to the 200,000 men 
working in auto factories—hundreds of thou- 
sands of professional chauffeurs and drivers 
and garage employes, 250,000 accessory factory 
workers, 150,000 tire dealers and salesmen and 
thousands more in allied retail trades. 


Workers in many other industries also get 


jobs by the auto boom. For instance, the mak- 
ing of passenger autos and motor trucks uses 
up 22 per cent of the country's production of 
plate glass, 16 per cent of copper, much coal, 
iron, steel, varnish, oil and 
other products. 


Then -railroad men get work, hauling the cars 
to buyers. 


This chain system, by which the auto in- 


dustry is keeping 2,250,000 people busy, 
is 


rather amazing when you consider that the 
total number of "gainfully employed" in the 
United States is less than 42,000,000. It means 
that one person in each 19 is dependent for 
work on the sale and use of autos. How much 
is luxury, how much necessity, how. much a 
saver of labor and time and money? 


Reeves figures that 2,000,000 passenger 


autos and trucks will be manufactured this 
year, and that 70 per cent of them will sell for 
S1000 or less. In the whole country there are 
about 10,500,000 autos and trucks. Including 
accessories and spare tires and garages and so 
on, at least $10,000,000,000 is tied up in autos. 
One goes to the neighborhood movie at night 
and parked nearby, sees cars representing an 
investment almost staggering in its size. Amer- 
icans' investment in autos is easily half as big 
as the entire national debt. That is material 
for a very hot half-hour's discussion. Do you 
think it is too much, just right, or not enough? 
For each $10 invested in autos, $17 is in sav- 
ings banks.

The Poison Crew 


OOISON gases, developed during the war, 
* eventually will exterminate the cotton boll 
weevil. This is predicted by Brig. Gen. Ames 
A. Fries, chief of the army's Chemical Warfare 
Service. Extinction of the boll weevil would 
mean a money saving running into hundreds 
of millions of dollars a year. This insect's 
ravages in 1921 cut the American cotton crop 
6,277,000 bales of 500'pounds each, or nearly 
five times as much as in 1909. The boll weevil's 
damage averaged 109 pounds for each acre de- 
voted to cotton culture. Nearly a third of last 
year's potential cotton crop was destroyed by 
the weevil.

The use of wax'for the sealing of 


letters and parcels did not become 
general until the middle ages. Bee's- 
was. rendered yellow by time, was 
the first material used. Then came 
sealing-wax mixed with a white sub- 
stance.

the Sixth in 1113, and 
green wax 
made its appearance about the year 
1163.

self on being the "Hub of the uni- 
verse," but the Survey ranks it at the 
bottom of the list of hubs, or cen- 
ters.

For the Geological Survey thinks 


that a city is a hub only when it is 
the center of the laud, geographically 
speaking, and points the finger of 
scorn at the Massachusetts city for 
not even being the center of the 
state of which it happens to be the 
capital—much less of any universe. 


The Survey has received a lot of 


letters of inquiry from persons want- 
ing to know "where 
they're at," 


where the geographical center of the 
United States is, or • the center of 
their own 'State. The Survey has tak- 
en great pains at locating the various 
geographical centers around the con- 
tinent. 


The center of the United States, 


according to the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey,'is at exactly 39 degrees, 50 
minutes north latitude, and DS de- 
grees, 35 minutes west longitudei It 
may be said that point is in north- 
ern Kansas, in Smith county, in faot. 
Trust the Smiths to be there. 


The ideal "Hub" of 
population, 


government and industry, should also 
be the geographical center, the Sur- 
vey believes, hut that is true in few, 
if any. cases. 
"Hubs" just grow up 
regardless and the center of popula- 
tion in this country is yearly moving 
westward. 
Even Washington, the 
nation's 


capital, is wrongly situated, from the 
geographer's 
point 
of view, and 


should be at least a thousand miles 
inland from its present site to bet- 
ter approach the geographical cen- 
ter of the country. St. Louis, Den- 
ver, and other 
cities 
have 
been 


mentioned at various times as more 
fitting sites for the center of gov- 
ernment. 
The Geological Survey of 
the Interior department has fixed the 
approximate locations of the geogra- 
phical centers of each state, and here 
they are:
